WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger last year 
conceded during a private con- 
vergation with then Prime Min- 
ister Golda Meir that Syrian 
President Assad would destroy 
Israel if he could, informed 
sources here confirmed yester- 


day. 

‘Kissinger insisted, however, 
that Israel should negotiate with 
the Syrian leader, in any case, 
to avoid dipiomatic stagnation, 
and what he then warned would 
be an almost certain resumption 
of war, the sources said. 

The Secretary, according to 
the sources, made theze state- 


ments during the May 1974 Is- 
Taeli-Syrian shuttle that led to the 
Golan dis ent agreement. 

Mrs. Meir, currently in the 
U.S. on a fund-raising mission, 
appeared to confirm that Kis- 
singer had made such remarks 
during her address last week be- 
fore an Israel Board gathering in 
New York. In the advance text 
of the speech given to reporters, 
Mrs. Meir iashed out against 
Assad: 

“When did Assad say he does 
not want another war? He an- 
nounces day after day that he 
is ready to fight. An important 
American told me after he spoke 
to Assad that of course he wanta 
to destroy Israel. Then must we 
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really cooperate to make it easy 
for him?” 

In delivering the speech, how- 
ever, Mrs. Meir omitted the 
reference to the “important Ame- 
Tican.” Several reliable sources 
said she was obviously referring 
to Kissinger’s statementa during 
the 33-day long Golan shutile, 
which apparently were well- 
known among official circles. 

The sources here could not ex- 
plain why Mrs. Meir omitted 
the sentence about the “important 
American” in her address to 
some 1,700 people. There was 
some speculation she decided to 
‘avoid embarrassing the Secret- 
ary, with whom she had met 
for 90 minutes two days earlier. 


Artist held for ‘designing’ dollars 


TEL AVIV. — A graphics artist 
from Ramat Gan, who is suspected 
of preparing plates for printing 
counterfeit $100 bills, was remanded 
into eight days’ custory in the ma- 
ocean Court here on Friday. 

Judge Heim Eilat, said the story 
of the suspect, Mordechai Plenko- 
witz, who had executed the work 
under threats and was now co- 
operating fully with police, was 
“worthy of the cinema screen.” 

The chief inspector of the Tel 
Aviv fraud ia unit, Ba- 
το Gavrieli, said Plankowitz had 
been involved in a counterfeiting 
ring which had printed $100 pills 
in the amount of one million dollars. 
He said the suspect had ordered 
offset prints of both sides of a bill. 
To prevent the owners of the offset 
press from discovering his intention, 
Gavrieli said, Plankowitz had said 
he was preparing advertising pam- 
phiets to be distributed among tour- 
ists, to encourage them to invest 
and build in Israel. At the centre- 
fald, the pamphlet contained the 
motto: “Build your home in Israel, 


and you help build the land.” Be- 
tween the two halves of the ane 
there was to be a photograph of 
a $100 bill. The back of the pam- 
phiet was to carry the reverse 
side of the bill. Alonside it the 
word “sample” was to be printed 
but police say it was possible to 
eut that word off the page without 
damaging the image of the bill. 

According to police, after Plan- 
kowitz designed the plates, he 
ordered 10,000 pamphlets from an- 
other printer, posing as a represen- 
tative of the Jewish Agency. He 
apparently managed to mislead the 
owner of the second press, as well 
as the owner of the offset press 
where the plates were prepared. 
All that remained for the production 
of the bills was to cut the pictures 
out and prepare serial numbers. 
Police said the distribution of the 
bills was prevented at the last 
minute by the arrest of the graphics 
artist. 


Under questioning by the defence 
attorney, the police spokesman re- 
ported Plankowitz as saying thane 


was no equipment in Israel which 
could print the serial numbers, 
though he had never said it was 
impossible to counterfeit dollars in 
this country. 

Plankowitz said in court that 
when he realized the intention of 
‘those who had ordered the 
o£ the pamphlets and he tried to 
stop the work, they threatened to 
kill him. He said he had attempted 
to trip them up by using incorrect 
colours but the threats became more 
regular and began to include his 
family. 

He then consulted his brother-in- 
law, a former policeman, who put 
him in touch with officers of the 
fraud division. At one point, he 
said, the counterfelting gang drag- 
ged him forcefully from his home, 
but he managed to phone police, 
Later, when his captor tried to move 
him to another location, they pas- 
sed a public thoroughfare, and he 
struggled free.

BEIT BERL, — Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon said on day that 
while Israel rightfully rejects the

French Justice Minister Jean Le- 
canuet was honoured in Jerusalem 
on Friday as a savior of Jews from 
Nazi atrocities in World War 11. 

Lecanuet, who arrived in Israel 
on Christmas Day on a private 
visit, held brief talks with Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon, and then was 
@ guest of honour at Yad Vashem, 
the Jerusalem memorial to the 
six million Jews who perished in the 
Holocaust. 


Lecanuet, a leader of the French 
Resistance in ‘the Lille district, had 
helped a Catholic priest hide a 
Jewish family and numerous Jewish 
children from the Germans. 


The citation was read by Relieving 
Supreme Court Justice Moshe Beisky, 
himself a survivor of the Holocaust. 
Lecanuet was accompanied by his 
wife Denise and his daughters 
Brigitte and Francoise. 

Two of Israel's former Ambassa- 
dors to France — Asher Ben-Natan 
and Ya’acov Tsur — attended the 
ceremony as Lecanuet lit a candle 
at Yad Vashem's Hall of Remem- 
brance, laid a wreath on a tomb 
containing the ashes of Nazi victims, 
and planted a tree bearing his name 
on the “Avenue of Righteous Gen- 
tiles.”

Fewer movie

The average price of a movie 
ticket went up from IL3.98 during 
the first nine months of last year 
to TL5.84 this year.

The balance of payments deficit 
increased by 11 per cent in the first 
mine months of 1975 (compared with 
the same last year) to stand 
τε $2,619m. at the end of Septem- 


About half the deficit results from 
defence imports of $1,388m. The fo- 
reign debt increased in this period 
by $1.497%m., compared with $333m. 
in the same period last year. 

Imports of commodities was 
$2,772m. (52.811πι. ia the same pe- 
riod in 1974) and exports were 
$1,568m. ($1.443m.). However, in 
the third quarter the deficit in com- 
modities increased slightly from an 
average of $895m. a month to 
$414m. 

Transfer payments declined in the 
first nine months of 1975 to stand 
at $1,281m. ($1,3S7m. in 1974). This 
was explained by a 31 per cent drop 
in governmental transfer payments 
and by a 21 per cent decline in resti- 
tution transfers.

PARIS. — The Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization 
avowed a statement made here

VIENNA. — Venezuelan Ambas- 
sador Freddy Arocha Castresana on 
Friday denied a French report that 
his country’s oi! minister had re- 
ceived for delivery a letter from the 
international terrorist who calls him- 
self “Carlos.” 

“Carlos, whose real 
name is reportedly Tlyich Ra- 
mirez-Sanchez, is a Venezuelan who 
ig thought to have led the terror 

that kidnapped the Opec min- 
isters at the oil cartel's conference 
here last Sunday. 

The French newspaper “France 
Soir” had said Venezuelan Minister 
of Mines and Hydrocarbons Valen- 
tin Hernandez-Acosta had been ask- 
ed -by “Carlos" to deliver a letter 
to his mother in Venezuela. 

Ambassador Arocha Casfresana 
told the Austrian Press Agency on 
Friday that the report about the 
letter was “wrong.” He said he 
had spoken to the minister when he 
returned briefly to Vienna via Paris 
after his release by the terrorists 
on Tuesday with the last of the 
hostages in Algiers. 

The German News Agency DPA 
reported that the French Interior 
Ministry was holding the letter. It 
said Carlos, who is also wanted for 
a series of bomb attacks and the 
killing in Paris last July of two 
French anti-terrorist policemen and 
a Lebanese informer, had written 
the letter while he and his five com- 
rades were holding the oil ministers 
in Vienna,

Call for Jewish ‘courts’ in U.S. to 
take up some breaches of morality 


NEW YORK. — The first Jewish 
public figure to speak out on the 
disclosures of the alleged theft of 
public funds and abuses in Jewish- 
owned nursing homes has stated 
that “like it or not, the nursing 
home problem is a Jewish problem." 

Dr. Lowell E. Bellin, the New 
York City Heath Commissioner, 
told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
io an interview that the “scandal is 
a reproach to the Jewish commu- 
nity.” He proposed several actions 
under Jewish auspices to deal 
with it.

MOSCOW. — Remote Alma Ata 
in Kazakhstan has a new distinction 
as the destination of the world’s 
first scheduled supersonic air ser- 
vice.

Peking frees three Russian 
airmen captured in 1974 


HONGKONG. — China, in one of 
the most conciliatory moves to- 
wards the Soviet Union in years, 
yesterday announced the release of 
three Soviet helicopter crewmen 
eaptured almost two years ago. 

The Chinese, in ἃ statement 
transmitted by the official New 
China News Agency, said the ex- 
planation given by the Soviet crew- 
men that thelr helicopter flew into 
Chinese territory accidentally was 
“credible.” 

After informing the Soviet Am- 
bassador to Peking of the release 
of the crewmen, an Official of the 
Chinese Forelgn Ministry invited 
the helicopter crewmen to dinner 
before they left for Moscow. 

The crewmen were captured on 
March 14, #1974, in Sinkiang, a 


vast and sparsely populated region 
of China which borders on the So- 
viet Union in China's northwest 
region, 

At that time — and many times 
subsequently —- the Chinese sald 
in official statements that the heli- 
copter was on an “espionage” mis- 
sion. 

“The Soviet authorities cooked up 
a bunch of lies to cover up the 
crime," Chinese Vice-Foreign Min- 
ister Yu Chan said in a protest note 
he delivered to Soviet Ambassador 
V.S. Tolstikov on March 23, 1974. 

He referred to a Soviet Foreign 
Ministry explanation that the heli- 
copter had strayed into Chinese 
territory while on a first aid mis- 
sion to Soviet military units on the 
Soviet side of the border. (UPI) 


Kremlin showing ‘too much 
interest in germ wartare’ 


WASHINGTON. The Soviet 
Union is showing interest in re- 
search that could be used to pro- 
duce lethal germs in apparent viola- 
tion of a UN agreement against blo- 
logical werfare, columnist Jack 
Anderson reported over the week- 


end. 

“top intelligence sources,” 
said a Washington-based 
Soviet diplomat specializing in 
Tedical matters has attempted to 
obtain “suspicious information” from 
at least three U.S. government 
scientists. 

The Anderson account said Dr. 
Vyacheslav F. Stepanov, medical 
counsellor ‘at the Soviet Embassy, 
learned of an American symposium 
on so-called genetic engineering and. 
later “began courting some of the 
U.S. scientists who had attended. 
His efforts to elicit information that 
could help the Soviets advance their 
germ warfare research were ob- 
vious. Some of the Americans, there- 
fore, spoke to the security office of 
the National Institutes of Health. 
‘The FEI was notified.” 


The columnist quoted intelligence 
sources as saying Stepanov was 
suspected of working for the KGB. 

Advanced cellular genetics infor- 
mation such as that discussed at 
the symposium is considered crucial 
to developing more potent germ 
warfare weapons, to breed new 
mutant strains of bacteria and vi- 
ruses against which people have 
no physiological defences. 

Anderson said Stepanov conceded 
“that he had spoken to U.S. scient- 
ista and that the information he 
sought could be used for both ‘posi- 
tive and negative’ purposes. But he 
insisted his interest was purely 
*positive'.” 

Under a UN convention, both the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union have 
pledged to destroy their stocks of 
biological weapons, ᾿ 

Congressional investigators dis- 
closed in September that the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency was 
still retaining lethal toxins, But 
Anderson said the CIA now has 
complied with a presidential order 
to destroy the toxins.

tions would be exempt from 
estate duty retroactively from 
January 1968. The appellanta 
thereupon applied to the Director of 
Estate Duty to return the duty they 
hed paid to the extent that it had been 
levied on reparations money. 


Reparations money 


Despite the fact that the inter- 
national agreement had not yet been 
signed by the parties, or approved by 
the Knesset, the Director of Estate 
Duty, after consultation with the In- 
come Tax Commissioner, who is the 
competent authority in estate duty 
matters, decided to exempt the 
reparations money from estate duty 
and returned approximately 1L49,000 
to the appellants. 

‘The appellants then demanded that 
they be given interest on the sum 
returned to them for the period dur- 
ing which it had been held by the es- 
tate duty authorities. When this de- 
mand was rejected they brought an 
action in the District Court basing it 
on section 28 of the Estate Duty Law, 
as amended in 1964, which provides 
that: 

“Where the Director is satisfied 
that duty has been overcollected, and 
an application for the refund thereof 
is made to him within ten years from 
the date of receipt of the notice of 
assessment, he shall refund any 
amount overcollected. To the amount 
refunded, there shall be added in- 
terest, at the maximum rate per- 
mitted by the Interest Law, 1957, 
from the date of completion of pay- 
ment of the duty." 

The action was dismissed by the 
District Court, whereupon the 
appellants appealed te the Supreme 
Court. Mr. M. Flug appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. H. Berinson, 
Senior Assistant State Attorney, for 
the respondent. 


JUDGMENT 
Justice Kahn, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, 
noted that the appellants had argued 


- that ft was immaterial for what 


he 
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Post 
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reason the respondent had decided to 
refund the estate duty collected from 
them and that even if this sum bad 
been refunded without any basis in 
law section 28 of the Estate Duty Law 
stil} required that the interest be paid 
on it, The District Court had held, 
however, he continued, that this 
argument might hold when éstate 
duty is returned in error, but not 
when it is returned as an act of grace, 
and he could not but agree with this- 
decision. In explaining this canclu- 
sion, Justice Kahn held that although 
the Estate Duty Law does not define 
“amount overcollected’’ in section 
28, nevertheless it must be presumed 
that the legislature had not intended, 
in this section, to provide for the 
return of moneys collected outside 
the framework, and without the 
blessing, of the law. In the particular 
ease under consideration, he con- 
tinued, the appellants had been legal- 
ly bound to pay the whole sum of es- 
tate duty which they had originally 
paid and the part of this sum later 
returned to them had been so return- 
ed without any basis in jaw, but as an 
act of grace. The authorities he went 
on to point out could have returned 
only half the sum, if they had so wish- 
ed, and could certainly have decided 
to return the whole sum without in- 
terest, as an act of grace, without In 
any way contravening the provisions 
of section 28 of the Estate Duty Law. 


Discrimination 


As tothe appellants’ argument that 
by denying them interest the respon- 
dent was discriminating against 
them, since the international agree- 
ment, when ratified, would be 
retroactive till 1988, he could not 
accept it, held Justice Kahn. For at 
the time the appellants received their 
money there was no certainty what- 
soever that the agreement would be 
ratified and to what extent it would 
be retroactive. The appellants could, 
if they had wished, have waited till 
the agreement was ratified before 
asking for the return of their money 
and they might then have also been 
given interest. But as they had asked 
to have their money refunded at a 
time when there was no obligation 
whatsoever on the respondent to 
return it, they could not now com- 
plain that if they had chosen to walt 
they might have received more. 

Appeal dismissed with 111,000 
costs.

Western 


EVERGREEN screen actor Kirk 
Douglas is star, producer and direc- 
tor of Posse (Chen, Jerusalem) an 
off-beat Western in which the law- 
man is as unprincipled eas the out- 
law. The screenplay {s by Wiliam 
Roberts and Christopher Knopf. 

The story takes place in Texas in 
1892, with Douglas playing a 
ruthless, overly-ambitious U.S. 
marshal, who leads an elitist poase 
of six brown-shirted deputies. The 
marshal, Howard Nightingale, is 
standing for the Senate on a “law 
and order" platform and hopes to en- 
sure his election by wiping out 
notorious train robber Jack 
Strawhorn (Bruce Dern) and his 
gang. The band are trapped and an- 
nihilated without mercy, but 
Strawhorn himself eacapes to con- 
tinue his battle of wits against the 
marshal. 

The clash between the two men is 
interesting, but rather superficial, 
with no depth given to the character 
of either of them. However, Douglas 
does succeed in making the power- 
hungry marshal Into such an unpiea- 
sant type, that our sympathies tend 
to be with Strawhorn, outlaw though 
he may be. 

All the acting is good, with a par- 
ticularly striking performance by 
James Stacy as a crippled but 
crusading newspaper editor. _ 

Douglas shows himself a compe- 
tent director, with a nice eye for 
detall in depicting the last decade of 
the “Old West" — the use In many 
scenes of a historic 102-year-old 
steam locomotive gives 2 feeling of 
real authenticity to the film. But it is 
8 pity that he allowed the climax to 
degenerate into pure melodrama, 
even bordering on farce. IL.

THE VISITING Austral String 
Quartet played a scheduled engage- 
ment at the Israel Museum on Satur- 
day night (December 20) only to 
appear again the next night at the 
Jerusalem Khan — to fill in for a 
programme cancelled because of ill- 
ness {December 21). Thus we heard 
two new works by Australian com- 
posers, which is a rare treat indeed. 
Composer Don Banks is presently a 
Creative Arts Fellow at the 
Australian National University and 
15 Chairman of the Music Board, 
Australian Council for the Arts; he 
also is in charge of the electronic 
music studio at the Canberra Schoo! 
of Music. His peer, Peter 
Sculthorpe, holds a Readership in 
Music at the University of Sidney 
and is currently engaged ina project 
to write music for educational pur~ 
poses. 

“Australian” music is described in 
an official information leaflet as 
“reflecting the loneliness of its vast 
distances and arid terrain, its lack of 
the entrenched European tradition 
and its freedam from expected form.” 
For Israelis, with a similarly short 
history'"of national music 
developments and experiments with 
widely different trends and schools, 
this sounds very jar, and we 
can approach Australian music with 
ἃ feeling of kinship. 

Both works are written in one 
movement, though, of course, sub- 
divisions in structure are discernible 
to express changing moods and 
providing contrasts. Those technica} 
means employed remain within the 
scope of traditional notation and 
‘application, apart from a (rather 


harmless) spot in the Scultborpe ex- 

loiting bows in percussion effects. 
The main characteristic of both 
scores seems to be that the four 
voices of the string quartet are not 
utilized in their most effective 
manner as there is usually only one 
instrument making statements and 
the others act as harmonic 
background or choric response; 
thematic development does not play 


any function. 
Both composers are very 
economical in their scoring, 


resulting in lucid and transparent 
sonorities and both, despite 
protestatons to the contrary, are 
quite tradition-bound.

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TAXES AND EVADERS 


THE INCOME tax commissioner has said, correctly, that in- 
come tax cannot be collected without some intrusion into the 
citizen's privacy, and that the new income tax return forms 
worked out by the revenue tt are merely an extension 
of the income statements which all self-employed persons and 
many wage-earners must submit annually. These additional 
questions are aimed to gather data about the tax payer's living 
standards, major acquisitions, gifts, and extraordinary spend- 
ing, in order to enable the authorities to better track down 
tax evasion. 

The new forms are just one element in a many-pronged at- 
tack being launched against tax dodgers. A week ago, for 
example, the banks were ordered to report all major cash pay- 
ments. A special inquiry is being carried out among owners 
of yachts; issue of bearer debentures has heen discontinued; 
police squads have been sent to the black currency market. 
Certainly there can be no hope of increasing tax collection or 
stopping the flow of black money, if the morality of tax pay- 
ing remains at its present low level. It would seem, therefore, 
that the new tougher policy ought to be welcomed despite the 
inconveniences involved. 

A closer look, however, raises questions about the efficacy 
of the new measures. Tax evasion has assumed major propor- 
tions not because the authorities lacked information about the 
dodgers or the use made of black money. Quite the contrary, 
public resentment against tax evasion has been eroded by 
the general sense that the government has not done anything 
serious to stop the rot. Only a few months ago the Revenue 
Commissioner was still quoting figures to prove that tax 
collection in Israel is more efficient than abroad. He did so 
despite published reports proving the opposite, and despite the 
incisive and damning study by Baruch Nadel that was largely 
based on official files. 

Since income tax rates have now been cut, and compulsory 
loans abolished, the inducement to tax evasion should now be 
less powerful. Unfortunately, however, little progress has been 
made in deepening tax collections. And without the required 

el, or with personnel not adequately qualified, no 
amount of new data can improve the collection process. 

The process of tax assessment continues to be prolonged and 
is replete with faults. With more paperwork it is likely to he- 
come even more cumbersome, and less productive. In order to 
handle the new tax forms even more personnel will be re- 
quired — this precisely at a time when the revenue depart- 
ment is having difficulty finding people for the huge task of 
collecting the planned Value Added Tax. 

Moreover, it is not clear why tax payers should be harassed 
with more forms when the pertinent data could be obtained 
indirectly from other sources. Acquisitions of property, cars, 
yachts, major consumer durables and most stocks must all be 
recorded. Nor are trips abroad kept secret. If no use is made 
of this data stored in other departments of government, then 
there is little sense in piling up yet more files. If inter-depart- 
mental cooperation is so defective — as it evidently is — the 
government should first try to reform its own operations 
rather than burden the public. 

The recent spate of tough measures is therefore not genuine- 
ly reassuring. If the administrative machinery is inflated and 
inefficient, and tax-dodging is not checked at source, it is 
doubtful that police action will improve the tax payer's sense. 
of responsibility. Tax evaders will still have plenty of ways to 
hide their wealth — in bearer bonds, gold, or objets d'art. 
Moreover, the black market in foreign currency is not yet 
eradicated — nor can it be as long as the Israel pound is so 
wildly overvalued. 

The new policy of toughness may turn out therefore in the 
end to be more of the same. 
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statements about Israel are 
more serious and hostile than 
those of the Soviets. The 
Yugoslav Foreign Minister was 
one of the few who did not find it 
proper to have a meeting with 
Yigal Allon during the UN 
General Assembly plenary ses- 
sion this year. In addition, there 
is the vote by Yugoslavia 
denouncing Zionism as a 
“racist” doctrine. | 
In the light of 81] this, one is 
agreeably surprised by the 
friendliness shown to Israelis by 
Yugoslavians. Israel was always 
one of the most La soe Bares 
tries in Yugoslav public opinion, 
but after years of brainwashing 
by the media, one can only be 
amazed by the measure of good 
feeling that still exists among 
the Yugoslavs. They all receive 
Israelis with a tone of apology, 
and immediately make excuses 
about the UN vote on Zionism. 
These reactions start on a note 
that begins with’ ‘nothing can be 
done; the Old Man is going mad,” 
and end with ‘‘the decision was 
certainly idiotic, but Israel's un- 
compromising stance prevents 
us from doing anything else.” 
A well-known Yugoslav writer 
cancelled a scheduled trip to 
Israel because '‘I can’t face 
Israelis ebout our position,"’ and 
a well-educated party func- 
tionary said he couldn’t under- 
stand what all the excitement 
was about: ‘Condemnation of 
"Tsianism' (the C.1A. is called 
‘Tain’ in Yugoslavia) interests 
every upright person, and I am 
shocked that you as Israelis get 
upset by the denunciation of the 
American murderers’ agency..."" 


IT WAS VERY EASY for an 
Israeli journalist to gather infor- 
mation from official sources, but 
with unofficial sources, the 
situation was quite the opposite. 
In the past, people in senior posi- 
tions spoke freely to Israelis, 
and many disapproved openly of 
their President's hostile policy. 
Today, things have changed. A 
toughening in the regime, 
tightening of censorship and 
general confusion throughout 
the country have lessened the 
willingness of Yugoslavs to ex- 
press themselves. 

in addition, there was the af- 
fair of ‘President Tito's special 
envoy’’ who supposedly reached 
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Defence Minister Shimon Peres. 
(Peres announced in June of this 
year that a “special messenger" 
from Tito had come to him. The 
truth was that it was a personal 
acquaintance of Peres’ who 
came to Israel on business and 
met him for a friendly chat.) As 
a result, Yugoslavs are now 
cautious about meeting any 
Israelis, and an official com- 
‘mented to me: “Tf you make such 


been made while Sadat waz in 
Belgrade, the Yugoslavs were 
so embarrassed that they were 
forced to demonstrate une-. 
quivocaily that there were no 
deals going on between Israel 
and Yugoslavia behind the 
Arabs’ backs. 

Stories in the Israel press, bas- 
ed on “reliable sources,”’ regar- 
ding a renewal of diplomatic 
relations with Yugoslavia can do 
only harm. ‘“‘Every such story 
delays renewal of relations by a 
month,’' said a Yugoslav 
diplomat. 

LET US NOT delude ourselves. 
Despite the fact that the anti- 
Israeli extremism is a personal 
ecaprice of the President, and 
even with the pro-Israeli feelings 
of the public, there is no chance 
of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries being renewed 
in the foreseeable future. ‘‘We 
shall be the last to renew 
relations with you,” explained a 
pro-Israeli Yugoslav politician. 
“Today the hostility stems from 
the personal attitude of the 
President, but even when he 
goes, the present line will be con- 
tinued. Any change would be in-

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Two pioneers of the Hebrew 
theatre who found sol 


TWO PIONEERS of the Hebrew 
Theatre, Moshe Halevy and 
David Davidov died within the 
past year — long after they had 
retired from active 
theatre-making. Curiously 
enough, both had found solace in 
art as they grew old, Davidov 
painted and Halevy sculptured. 
For both, the theatre had been in 


their blood, though they were en-' 
tirely different men in. 


character. 

Davidov inherited the lust for 
life and the practical acumen of 
the Jews of Lodz, who had 
helped to turn that Polish city 
into a large industrial centre at 
the turn of this century. Moving 
with his parents to Germany at 
the age of nine, Davidov had a 
thorough artistic schooling at 
the State Art Academy and 
Conservatory, under Arthur 
Nikisch and Max Reger, two 
great names in the history of the 
German theatre. Though an 
“Ostjude’’ and technically a 
foreigner, Davidov thus began 
his career on the ultra- 
nationalistic German stage. 

Caught in London by the out- 
break of the First World War, he 
turned to the Yiddish theatre 
there. His talents were ap- 
preciated and he was sent to 
represent the Yiddish Actors’ 
Guild of Engiand at the Conven- 
tion of Jewish Actors held in 
Kiev, capital of the Ukraine, in 
1915. As an actor and stage 
manager of a Yiddish company, 
he toured Russia, getting as far 
as Siberia and the Chinese 
border. It was there that he 
learned of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and at once set out for 
Palestine, arriving here in 1919. 

Davidov will be remembered 
in the annals of the Israeli 
theatre as the founder and direc- 
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tor of the country’s first 
professional company, 
makeshift though it was. The ac- 
tors were from varied 
backgrounds and earned their 
livelihood on construction sites. 
The only available hall was the 
Eden Cinema. The population of 
Tel Aviv was then little more 
than 20,000, and few had money 
to:spare to buy a theatre ticket. 
Davidov took care of everything. 
He directed a-new play every 
week. He arranged work for his 
actors in the daytime. He es- 
tablished a cooperative eating- 
place. The ‘'Theatron Ivri"' 
worked beautifully for five 
years, 

MOSHE HALEVY'S approach 
was different. He, too, establish- 
ed a professional company, but 
he had for guidance the Moscow 
Habimah, which he helped to 
found in 1918. Halevy was full of 
Stanislavsky'’s teachings, and he 
wanted to create drama on the 
stage. He trained the young men 
and women he had assembled to 
be actors as they had been in 
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Europe. Indeed, he achieved 


some cohesion among them by 


imposing his own personality on 
them. With time, the actors grew 
up. They were weary of his in- 
fluence and he had to quit. But in 
1926 he was Everything. 
Moreover, he achieved a hither- 
to unheard-of status for a 
theatrical company by obtaining 
the official support of the 
Histadrut — which meant, 
among other good things, also 
some financial support. 
Halevy's. Ohel was probably the 
first artistic theatre in Hretz 
Yisrael. It edged out Davidov's 
efforts, though Theatron Ivri 
was undoubtedly the most 
genuine local effort to ‘‘make 
theatre.” iy 

Davidov tried his hand at 
other theatrical enterprises, 
both as actor and director, but 
soon became estranged. He 
opened 8 translation bureau with 
a former actress of his, Rita 
Goldberg. And he spent much of 
his free time drawing and pain- 
ting. He never lost his good 
humour. 

Halevy, on the other hand, 
took his estrangement from the 
active theatre very badly. He 


‘tried to direct other companies, 


but none lasted long. He wrote 
an autobiography, but he was 
not a born writer. Late in his life 
he learned to sculpt. His works 
very often represent groups of 
people in dramatic mis-en- 
scenes.
